Discussion of disasters on American 
railroads during the last year consti­ 
tutes an im portant feature of the re­ 
port. 
It Is pointed out that many of the 
accidents resulting in fatalities might 
have been averted by the exercise of 
proper precaution or the employment 
of suitable devices and good equip­ 
ment. 
The total number of casualties on 
steam roads during the year ended 
June 30 was 180,123, of which 10,585 
were persons killed and 
169,538 in­ 
jured. 
These figures indicate an in­ 
crease over the previous year of 189 
killed and 19,379 injured.
